ho professional poisoner in India, 
who will soison a whole family to 
make sure of one victim, The re- 


poris of the Pombay Government an- 
ulyet throws some light on the meth- 
ods. ‘the poison {s usually given tn 
sweetmeats, and generally by a 
strange Woman. who has been met in 
tho street, who mysteriously dis- 
appears. This strange woman is 
found in every analyst's report for 
the Jast twenty years, and in circum: 
stances so identical that it would al- 
most’ seem to be the same person, 
Will this elusive person ever be cap: 
tured by the Indian police? 

Arsenic has, perhaps, been more 
frequently used that any other poison 
for criminal purposes. Tt has been 
proved identical with the wonder elix- 
ir of the seventeenth century, when 
secret poisoning became so frequent 
in Italy that the clergy, despite the 
rules of the confessional, acquainted 
Pope Alexander VII in 1868 with the 
extent of the practice. 

It was found that young widows 
were abundant in Rome, and that 
most of the unhappy marriages were
